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40-80 coIumn switch easy to make for 128 


by Bill Eardley 

Have a C128 with a 
composite monitor? Tired 
of switching the cables on 
the monitor each time you 
change from 40-80 columns? 

If your answer to either 
of these questions is yes, 
you need to do what I did, 
make a switch box to do 
the job for you. It is 
really quite easy and so 
nice only to move a switch 
when you want to make the 
change. 

All of the parts are 
available at any 
electronics store. I got 
all of mine at Radio 
Shack. The parts and the 
part numbers are listed 
for your assistance. 


1- double phone jack 
part #274-332 

i 1- three pole toggle 
switch (SPDT mini) part 
#275-326 

1- experimenter box or 
any small 2-4" box you 
might have such as part 
#270-230 

1- one to two foot phone 
plug shielded cord & plug 
(you could use an end of 
you old composite TV 
converter cable that came 
with your computer) part 
#42-2367 

Yes you will need a small 
soldering gun, rosin core 
solder, knife, and 2 small 
pieces of insulated light 
weight wire. I also used 
a hot glue gun to mount my 
phone jacks to the 
experimental box. Of 
course a wire stripper. 


pliers, electric drill, etc are 
helpful. 

OK, time to get to work. 1st plan 
ahead and figure out where you plan 
to mount each component on the 
plastic box. Be sure there is room 
inside so the connections will not 
hit. It is easier if you mount the 
switch and phone jack on the same 
side. 


After deciding the location point, 
you will have to drill holes for 
the phone plug cable, phone plug 
jack and the toggle switch. Next 
mount the switch & phone jacks. I 
hot glued my phone jack plate in 
place. Now pull the cut off end of 
the phone plug into the box. The 
outside shielding of the phone plug 
is the ground and it can be split 
and 1/2 of it connected to each of 
the grounds of the double phone 
jack (the ground is the outside 
connector). The center conductor

of the phone plug wire is striped 
about 1/4" and soldered to the 
center pole of the toggle switch. 
A short piece of insulated wire 
(you supply) is connected from one 
of the center posts of the phone 
plug to one of the outside post on 
the toggle switch. Do the same for 
the other center post to the other 
outside terminal of the toggle 
switch. 


That’s really about it. If you 
want you can use something to mount 
the switch to you monitor or desk. 
It is really quite simple. I will 
have two different samples 
available at the January meeting 
for your inspection. They will be 
at the library table. HAVE FUN .

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Inexpensive way to protect your home 


By Tom Metzger 

About two years ago, I read an 
ad for a device that could turn 
lights, appliances and other 
electrical devices on and off 
using a programmable timer. 

Being "toys" oriented, I got 
further Information and, finally, 

I bought the timer and the 
"control modules" that it 
required. 

The hardware was made by BSR, 
and similar items could be bought 
from Radio Shack, meaning that 
parts/replacements should be 
available. 

My original purpose was to 
program my home lights to make my 
home look occupied at all time. 
This is sort of an early warning 
system; I'd rather have the 
lights keep them out than the 
burglar alarm scare them out. 

The modules cost about $15 each 
and the timer was $25. 

The timer's shortcomings soon 
became apparent: Not only was the 
timer limited to 16 on/off 
cycles, but one blip in my end of 
Illinois Power's network wiped 
out the program, requiring 30 
minutes of re-programming 
drudgery. 

What an ideal application for 
computerization, I thought. 

Fortunately, so did BSR. 

One year later, my original 
source offered a computer 
programmable controller for 
almost any computer, for $50. It 
promised 256 events Con + off = 2 
events), a battery backup for 
power failures, and the ability 
to use my home computer to 
program the controller and to 
save these programs. 

I bought one. 

Now I am pleased. I used a 
spreadsheet program to figure out 
a schedule which shows a 
life-like pattern of light 
changes in my home. 

This schedule Involves two 
patterns Cvlslble from the front 
or back of my home) of changes 
every five minutes, including 
switches of bathroom and kitchen 
lights coordinated with TV 
commercial times. 


I used a farmer's almanac to 
arrange three programs — summer, 
winter, and spring-fall. 

Programming the controls is 
tedious, if easy. Everything is 
done with a joystick or the 
cursor keys, and response time is 
slow. 

Re-programming is now a cinch: 
plug the attachment into the user 
port of my C-64, load the disk 
and run it to install any of the 
three schedules. 

Now comes the best part for 
you. While the control modules 
are still about $15, the 
computer—programmable controller 
is down to about $20. 

Order from DAK 
Cl-800-325-0800). 

I'm going to buy another one so 
I can have twice as many events. 
But this time, I will order an 
IBM adapter so I can use both 
modules with my current or next 
computer. 

Now for the negatives. Several 
of the control modules have 
failed in the two years that I 
have had them and family members 
have complained about lights 
going on or off in their rooms at 
odd times. 

This can be very disconcerting 
when your are in the middle of 
somethlngggggg.

In the past three articles we 
have gone over the background and 
main commands of CP/M. Now I 
would like to go into the root of 
the CP/M operating system itself. 

The CP/M operating system 
consists of three main parts. 
These are the Console Command 
Processor CCCP), the Basic 
Input/Output System CBIOS), and 
the Basic Disk Operating System 
CBDOS). 

The CCP is the part of the 
system that takes your key-ln and 
displays it on the CRT Cor 
television). It then interprets 
the input to see what command it 
is, and what parameters are being 
passed into the command. 

The BIOS is not unlike the 
KERNAL of the 64 and 128 modes of 
the 128. It contains all the I/O 
driver routines to the peripheral 
devices. 

The BDOS is the file management 
system of CP/M. It's main purpose 
is to let you do you're tasks 
without knowing that it is doing 
disk I/O. 

This whole arrangement can be 
thought of as a three piece 
puzzle with everything hingeing 
on the BIOS. For example, the CCP 
uses the BIOS to read your input 
from the keyboard; or output 
those key-ins to the screen. 

If the command you input is not 
a built-in command, the CCP uses 
the BDOS to check the current 
disk device for the command as a 
.COM file. BDOS will then use the 
BIOS to do the mundane routines 
of checking for the file on disk 
and getting it. 

To wrap this up, I would like 
to announce that I will be giving 
a CP/M demonstration at the 
January GCC meeting.

If you want to tackle the Job 
of aligning your drive, make sure 
it's out of warranty and you have 
some mechanical aptitude. A 
little Intestinal fortitude 
helps, too! 

Here goes: 

First, remove the cases, top 
and bottom. Locate CSee diagram!)

bottom) and the two screws that 
secure It.

Now run the program, use a 
known good disk (like the one 
that came with your drive) and 
the red light should come on 
steady and not blink. 

If It doesn't, SLOWLY rotate 
the stepper motor until It does. 

Now rotate It back and forth 
until you find the range 
available with a steady light, 
set It to the middle of that 
range and tighten the screws. If 




you want to move the head to 
check whether you can read track 
1 or 35, Just use the curser up 
and down keys. 

There Is a little metal, 
arrow-shaped device that stops 
the head at the two extremes of 
travel. A small sliver screw 
allows for adjustment of this 
stop. If the light Is steady when 
loading a directory, and you can 
get to both track 1 and 35, 
that's it! 

Consider this: If you adjust It 
and cannot get It correct, what 
have you lost? If it was out of 
alignment before, It still Is and 
you haven't changed a thing, but 
If It now works, you have 
probably saved at least $20. Now 
I know that's not the prescribed 
method from Commodore, but my 
drive has been operating that way 
for two years!

The burning of the EPROM chips 
has been perfected and othe 
enhancements of the chips are now 
possible. 

An EPROM Is a chip which can 
replace the kernal chip In a C64 
to allow the customizing of the 
default screen that comes on when 
the computer Is turned on or 
reset. 

Custom colors of the back¬ 
ground, border and characters can 
be programmed as well as custom 
messages. Names, addresses, or 
any Information the owner wants 
to show on the default screen can 
be programmed. 

Enhancements presently Include 


special uses of the function keys 
which are automatically enabled 
as the computer is turned on or 
reset.

Good and bod points of modem uncovered 


By Terry Aaron 

The Avatex 1200 modem is 
advertised as a "Hayes" compat¬ 
ible modem. Actually, it is only 
about 80 percent compatible. 

For those of you who are not 
familiar with the term "Hayes 
compatible," let me try to en¬ 
lighten you a bit. 

"Hayes"CTMJ is a major manufac¬ 
turer of modems. The business 
industry standard, Hayes uses 
what is called the "attention" 
command or "AT" for short. 

Typing "AT,” followed by one or 
more other letters, instructs the 
modem to perform a specific 
f unction. 

Since the Avatex 1200, and 
most other Hayes compatibles, 
are connected via RS232, an 
Interface is needed to connect it 


to your Commodore 64 or 128 
computer. 

I have found that the 
Omnitronics brand works very 
well. 

I own an Avatex 1200 modem have 
been using it for about two 
months. 

It has performed flawlessly 
now, having answered almost 500 
calls and originating a few also. 

I would recommend the Avatex 
1200 modem to anyone who is 
looking for a low-price, 
Hayes-compatible 1200 baud modem. 
Just remember to check out the 
software you intend to use with 
it first!

1200HC which is 100 percent Hayes 
compat1ble.

An EPROM is a chip which can 
replace the kernal chip in a C64 
to allow the customizing of the 
default screen that comes on 
when the computer is turned on 
or reset. 

Custom colors of the back¬ 
ground, border and characters 
can be programmed as well as 
custom messages. Names, 
addresses, or any information 
the owner wants to show on the 
default screen can be 
programmed. 

Enhancements presently include 
special uses of the function 
keys which are automatically 
enabled as the computer is 
turned on or reset. Auto load, 
save, directory, run and other 
functions similar to those of a 
C-128 in 128 mode can be 
programmed onto the EPROM chip. 

Also, nine other key 
combinations which perform 
functions like LOAD/RUN; LOAD 
,8,1; UNEW; LIST FREEZE; NEW; 
RUN and others are now 
programmed into the EPROM. 


There are also an additional 
five custom key combinations 
that will be programmed to your 
personal specifications. 

The charge for the blank EPROM 
chip and the burning or 
progammlng process will be $15, 
in advance. If your kernal chip 
is soldered onto the board, an 
additional fee will be charged 
for installation of the chip.

Pretty 
soon, other companies started 
coming out with their wrestling 
games. 

At the start of '87, there are 
currently four popular wrestling 
games on the market for the 
Commodores Bop N Wrestle, Tag 
Team Wrestling, Championship 
Wrestling, and WWF Micro 
Wrestling. 

I've seen both Bop N Wrestle 
and Tag Team, and hope to see 
Championship and WWF Micro 
before long. 
Bop N Wrestle has nice graphics.; 
the only drawback Is — no 
audience. There Is no crowd to 
boo or cheer at the wrestlers.

The story behind software protection revealed

copy - protected software is the 
real reason that the disk drives 
are always needing realignment. 

Is that true, and if so is 
there any way to remove that 
damaging protection?

The word on the horizon is that 
copy protection will soon be 
removed from all ..Cor at least 
most} of the software. 

It Is true that all that 
head-banging Is harmful to your 
drive, and It Is very unne¬ 
cessary. Any self-respecting 
pirate will tell you that he can 
"cj*etck" or "bre^k" any protection 
sc-heme thirty after it 
hQfa the market • . -.*> 

=&q why Install * lt£«^'ell, that 
quest Ion has been^b#i(8lered around 
for quite a while. * 

So why install it? Well, that 
question has been bantered around 
for quite a while. 

The software authors claim 
without it they lose revenue, but 
most of the time the pirates will 
tell you they wouldn’t have 
purchased the software they 
copied anyway. 

Have you ever brought home $40 
worth of software only to find it 
really didn’t live up to your 
expectations? Now suppose you had 
copied that software from a 
friend and after playing with it 
a while, sent the author $5 or 
$10 in order to get registered, 
full documention, and news of any 
forth coming updates. Isn’t that 
a little easier to swallow? 


When the authors realize that 
it’s better to clear $1 or $2 
profit from 100,000 people than 
to clear $10 or $20 from 200 
people, the market place will be 
cleaned up. 

I’d like to think of the 
undocumented copies as very good 
advertising. Just to show that 
the idea of cheap software works, 
check out Shareware and Freeware 
. programs, most of the authors 
involved in these programs do 
very well. 

I’m sure you have all heard the 
story of the German student that 
wrote ”3 min Fastcopy” and didn’t 
receive any compensation for it 
at all, and everybody had a copy 
in about 2 days. The rfext time 
your dealer mentions that story, 
ask him how that program ended up 
as a part of Di-Sector without 
somebody receiving something. 

The only one that will not 
benefit from lower priced 
software that does not contain 
copy protection is ’’The Dealer.” 
After all, 30% of $10 is not as 
attractive as 30% of $40. We 
won’t even mention the sales that 
would occur from you looking at a 
pirated copy, then sending your 
money directly to the author.

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Clamp is third hand for game players 


By Earl Salmons 

Being one who llk.es his 
comfort, I found It most 
uncomfortable to hold a Joystick. 
In one hand and try to work. It 
and the fire button with the 
other. So I came up with a clamp 
on the bottom of the Joystick.. 

With the Joystick, clamped to 
my computer table* I have one 
hand free to work, the fire 
button, talk, on the phone, eat, 
drink., or scratch my head. 

You can also leave It clamped 
to the table when you are 
finished. 

Figure' #1 Is a drawing of a 
beam clamp. This clamp Is used 
to hold conduits to "I" beams. 
They can be bought In electrical 
supply stores, and come in 
several sizes. 

Notice the radius at the back 
of the throat. If your table Is 
thick., you may want to cut that 
radius out with a hacksaw BEFORE 
you mount the clamp to the 
Joystick base. 

MOUNTING: If your Joystick Is 
held together with screws. Just 



take the screws out to open the 
base. If the base Is moulded 
together like the Kraft, use a 
dremmle tool with cut off blade 
and cut along the line where the 
two halves are Joined. 

Drill a hole. Just large 
enough to allow the bolt to go 
thru. In the bottom of the base. 
Use a short stove bolt, long 
enough to go Into the clamp, but 
short enough that It will not 
come all the way through. 

Put a lockwasher on the bolt, 
and screw down tightly into the 
clamp. It may be wise to put a 
good glue, like Krazy Glue on 
the threads, bolt head, and 
lockwasher. 





Join the two halfs of the base 
together and you are done. If 
you had to cut the base open, 
put Krazy Glue on both halves, 
set together and secure with 
rubber bands until set. The 
rubber bands will not interfere 
with the use of the Joystick. 

Figure #2 Is a sectional 
drawing of how It all goes 
together. 

The repeated use of the clamp 
on wood tables can chew Into the 
bottom of the table. To overcome 
this Just slip a piece of metal 
between the table and clamp when 
you mount the Joystick. 

On one of my Joysticks, no 
matter what I did the base would 
work loose and swivel. To 
overcome this I put two clamps 
on the base and It works fine.

If you haven't already heard 
or read about It, Commodore Is 
Introducing several new products 
that should be of interest to 
the GCC members. 

First, there's the 128D 
computer. 

It's actually the same as a 
C-128 functionally, but is more 
a business-like machine in its 
appearance and is able to fit on 
a desk more easily. 

The 128D is made up of three 
parts - a system box with a 
built-in 1571 disk drive, a 
single power supply and a 
detachable keyboard with a 
two-food cord. 

The system box can easily 
support a monitor or monitor 
stand. 

This format of the Commodore 
128 has been in Europe for about 
a year, but problems in passing 
stringent FCC shielding require¬ 
ments kept its release in the 
U.S. impossible. It's been 
redesigned and is entering the 
U.S. market. 

The retail price Is $550 and 
should be available this month. 

Second, Commodore has intro¬ 
duced its new 1581 3 1/2" disk 
drive.

Kernal 20-Meg hard disk drive. 

Suggest retail for the 64 
version is $899 and for the 128 
version, $949.

1. Make sure the fourth line 
below the one you type on has no 
characters on it (or position 
your cursor on the bottom line). 

2. Then (to one-hand it) hold 
down the left SHIFT key with 
your left thumb while touching 
QUOTE, then RUN/STOP with the 
other fingers of the same hand. 
The program will run! 

Again, be sure to let go of 
the RUN/STOP key before 
releasing the SHIFT key. 

You might never type RUN 
again!

The Review Vault

Hello again, everybody. It's 
been a while, but they are 
letting me open the vault again 
and Alternate Reality, The 
Dungeon. has been released. 

This game, which is a sequel 
to Alternate Reality. The City, 
is made by Datasoft and dis¬ 
tributed by Electronic Arts. It 
was designed and programmed by 
Ken Jordan and Dan Pinal. 

The Dungeon is the second part 
in the Alternate Reality series. 

< Ifte Dunqeon 

It tak.es up where The City left 
off. For those of you without 
The City, don't worry. I started 
playing The Dungeon first and, 
though more difficult, it was 
still enjoyable to play. 

You are kidnapped by an alien 
spaceship and find yourself In a 
room with only one exit, a 
window-like portal through which 
you can see the Dungeon. An 
energy field moves across the 
opening, and above the portal 
are seven displays named in 
order: STA (stamina), CHA (chai— 
isma), STR (strength), INT 
(intelligence), WIS (wisdom), 
SKL (skill) and HP (hit points). 
Under each display is constantly 
changing numbers. 

Timing is very Important here, 
because when you enter the 
portal, the numbers freeze, 
giving you your ability scores, 
or STATS. These STATS determine 
your abililty to do things 
during the game. For example, 
Strength determines the amount 
you can carry and the damage you 
do, while Skill helps you avoid 
enemy blows. It also aids you in 
wielding battle Weapons. 

Once you enter the dungeon, it 


is important t.o keep accurate 
maps, because there are many 
secret doors, one-way walls, and 
a multitude of other tricks and 
traps that make getting lost a 
certainty. 

Maps are Important because 
once you find someplace special, 
such as the Retreat, you want to 
be able to get back to it. 

Speaking of special places, 
there are many in the Dungeon. 
Some of these places are: Damon 
& Pythias Shoppe (the local 
general store). The Retreat Cthe 
only inn in the dungeon), Der 
Rathskeller Bar & Grill, 
Luckey's Potion Brewery, and 
many others. 



The graphics in the game, 
though not mobile, are 
excellent. The menus (which are 
used in almost all decision 
processes) are well designed and 
easy to use. The battle menu 
even has a little 'extra' added. 
You must decide what to do in 
four 'real-time' seconds. This 
adds extra pressure to be quick 
and cunning. 

Datasoft has plans for other 
games in this series, and if 
they stay this good, I want them 
all.

In regular Leader Board, 
answer the prompts as they 
appear. 

If you’re playing Executive or 
World Class, the first thing you 
must do is select the course you 
wish to play on. First hold 
SHIFT and hit RETURN, a prompt 
below the scoreboard will read 
’’Input Course”. 

Executive has either A or B; 
World Class has four to pick 
from: A (Cypress Creek), B 
(Doral Country Club), C (St. 
Andrrews, Scotland) and D (the 
Gauntlet). The Gauntlet is a 
real humdinger! 

If you’re playing Executive or 
World Class, finish answering 
the rest of the prompts and get 
ready to play. 

Your joystick should be in 
Port #2 for ALL players. Pick 
your club by pushing stick up or 
down; push left or right to move 
target sight where you want ball 
to travel. 

At lower right on screen is a 
guage for POWER and SNAP. By 
pressing and holding fire 
button, the yellow indicator 
rises from center to full power 
at top. When you reach the 


strength swing you desire, 
release the fire button. 

This starts a second yellow 
band to begin to drop from the 
top. When this reaches the lower 
section at the line which 
extends to the left and right, 
hit the fire button agai n. This 
is the SNAP.If you hit exactly 
on the line, your ball will go 
straight over the target sight.
